da. 
With 25 of the war vessels re­ 
ported to have passed through the 
canal in the last four days and 
with ten more reportedly going 
through today, Boston became the 
key point in the transfer effect- 
13 by President Roosevelt in ex­ 
change for important naval and 
air bases on British territory in 
the Western Hemisphere. 
Although navy officials refused 
to comment, it was indicated that 
the destroyers had been bunched 
in squadrons of four each for a 
northward dash to Canada. 
Strict silence was maintained 
to prevent any possible leak as to 
what course the destroyers would 
take out of Boston and what port 
in Canada would be their destina­ 
tion. All orders were sent direct 
to destroyer commanders by ra­ 
dio from Washington.

W. P. A. rolls before elections, 
and the H atch Acts w ritten by an 
outraged public, 
who 
shall say 
th a t no precautions are needed to ­ 
day ? 
O ur fathers were ingenious in 
th eir effo rt to protect the people 
from the 
abuse 
of 
Presidential 
power. 
The people voted for state 
legislatures; the la tte r chose P re s­ 
idential power. 
The people voted 
for sta te legislatures; 
the 
la tte r 
chose 
Presidential 
electors; 
the 
electors w ere t a choose the P re s­ 
ident. 
They were to consider only 
who w as the ablest and best m an 
for the office, uninfluenced by a 
p a rty nom ination 
or a popular 
election.

the electors, 
chosen in each State, are to a s­ 
sem ble and vote in the S tate in 
which they are chosen (i. e. each

A preliminary canvass

tified at this time. 
Reps. Harter of Akron and Kir- 
wan are expected to support the 
bill. 
“This bill,” said Rep. Smith (R) 
Ohio, “means the overthrow of the 
Democratic principle that is the 
basis of our entire form of gov­ 
ernment and constitutibn. 
“I am against it because at this 
time particularly it gives an op- 
ti portunity to the political forces 
that have, in the last few years, 
been instituting measures for con­ 
fiscation of private property, to 
greatly intensify this activity.

There seems to be no doubt now 
that in many infections it does 
do that magical thing—when ab­ 
sorbed into the blood, it kills or 
stops the action of infective liv­ 
ing germs while doing no harm to 
the living blood cells or body cells 
in the midst of which the germs 
are growing. 
Effective in Many Infections 
The list of diseases in which the 
new drugs have been found useful 
is long. Most of them are due to 
the kind of germs known as cocci. 
A coccus is round sometimes they 
grow in chains as the streptococci; 
sometimes in clusters as the sta­ 
phylococci; sometimes in pairs, as 
the pneumococci. 
Sulfanilamide is very effective 
against streptococcal infections, 
even those hitherto considered 
fatal—such as blood-stream infec­ 
tions. In scarlet fever, which is 
probably due to a streptococcus, it 
works wonderfully, and in middle 
car infections in children the re­ 
sults are so good that in one hos­ 
pital I know of the number of 
mastoid operations last year were 
cut in two as compared to previous 
years. 
In pneumonia the saving in life 
has amounted to from 50 to 76 per 
cent. A form of the drug closely 
related and called sulfapyridine 
has, however, proved more ef­ 
fective than sulfanilamide itself. 
In certain forms of pneumonia 
hitherto considered almost invari­ 


ably fatal, the death rate has been 
cut to IO or 15 per cent, and while 
the final summary of results does 
not quite justify the statement 
made a year or two ago by a prom­ 
inent physician that “Now, no one 
need die of pneumonia,” still the 
results have shown great improve­ 
ment. 
Action a Mystery 
Staphylococcal 
infections are 
usually seen on the skin in the 
form of boils or carbuncles. But 
when the staphylococcus does in­ 
vade the blood, it is a much more 
serious condition than streptococ­ 
cic invasion. Another form of the 
drug, sulfathiazole, has proved 
more effective than the original 
in these conditions. 
No one knows certainly just 
how the drugs act. There are two 
schools of thought-—^ne which be­ 
lieves that they kill or inhibit the 
action of the germs by direct ac­ 
tion, the other which believes they 
stimulate the tissues to furnish 
unfavorable ground for the germs' 
growth. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. R., St. Louis, Mo.—“Please 
write an article on diseases of the 
tongue. I have had a stinging, 
burning sensation or my tongue 
for a year. I know it is the result 
of an old irritation.” 
Answer — B urning, stinging 
tongue is much more likely to be 
the result of derangements of the 
blood—anemia—or poor nutrition 
than local irritation. The use of 
liver, potatoes, whole wheat bread 
and fresh fruits helps, as well as 
attention to any bad teeth or snags 
in the mouth. 


Reader—“What would you ad­ 
vise to use in an atomizer for a 
nasal spray for the relief of a ca­ 
tarrhal condition that often part­ 
ly closes nostrils during sleep?" 
Answer—Neo-synephrin inhal­ 
ant or I per cent ephedrine inhal­ 
ant. Do not use a heavy oil, such 
as liquid petrolatum in a medicine 
dropper as this may get down in 
the lungs and cause trouble.

ing. 
Parents of the pupils asserted 
that their children would report a t 
the vncant building each day un­ 
til the Scioto Township board pro­ 
vided them with a teacher. 
Scioto Tow nship board members 
maintain their action was justi­ 
fied, since they had received two 
notices from the State D epartm ent 
of Education, one early in Febru­ 
ary and one in June, informing 
them that no funds would be pro­ 
vided for thc Orient school, since 
enrollment was not sufficient to 
justify

appropriation. 
Funds for the school am ount to 
$1,150, part of which is provided 
by the state and part by a 3-mill 
tax levy within the school district. 
Average daily attendance a t the 
school last year was nine, accord­ 
ing to reports from Superintend­ 
ent George D. McDowell’s office.
